which it is thought may yet be re. 
claimed, aud another pronouncing a 
large yield of oil of a very high standard 
being largely of paralline base, as one 
puts it "That the btuft" an oil company 
wants to make Us stock valuable. He 
veiy graphically described his visit to 
the field, his seeing llie putting ill of the 
tubing aud sucker-rod in well No. 2 
and the pump iustalled and tlie first 
oil pumped from the well ou December 
•20, 1904. 


A telegram received during the even- 


ing was lo the ellect that they were 
pumping oil at the rate of two and one 
half barrels an hour, which is conclu- 
sive that there ia a good supply of oil in 
the saucer or basin at the bottom of the 
well, or about 2800 feet below the sur- 
face.

A few of the member* of the lower 


house uf Congress who are interested Iu 
the administration of Ibe Panama 
canal announce ibat they have studied 
out a way lo reduce tbe number of the 
Canal Commissioners, and possibly to 
abolish the Commission 
altogether. 


They declare that they have a power- 
ful ally in the President whose views 
regarding the commission have been 
considerably modilied by the report of 
C'pl.UymouH who stales that after a 
visit to tlie Isthmus aud a thorough ex- 
amination of the conditions there he 
considered I lie system of administra- 
tion awkward'and ineflicieut. 
The 


law as it stands gives the commission- 
ers practically continuous tenure. The 
right is reserved to tlie President to re- 
move the Commissioners, and it is 
plain that he could*reduce the Com- 
mission by removing them and refus- 
ing to appoint others hi their place, 
but since it was the Senate which In- 
sisted on tlie commission and recom- 
mended the appointment of the officer* 
it Is not likely he would make useof this 
privilege, 
ilowever tbe law for the 


administration uf uflairs in the canal 
strip expires at the close of the present 
session of Congress and members of 
the House it is said will take advantage 
of the necessity for re-en«ctmrut to 
urge a provision to extend the power of 
the chief engineer and lo curtail tbat 
of Ihe Commission. If the sentiment 
ol tbe senate should be too strongly op- 
po-wd to this the whole subject could be 
thiowu into coufereuce for compromise. 
Col. Hepburu, chairman of ttie inter- 
state commerce commission is oue of 
tbe most earnest advocates for a reor- 
ganization of the system of administer- 
ing canal affairs, mid is pretty solidly 
backed by his committee tbe members 
of which visited tbe Isthmus iu a body 
last summer. The result of that visit 
was tbe unanimous opinion that Chief 
Engineer Wallace was the most com- 
petent man tbe Govermneut bad in Its 
employ there and that he should be 
given the fullest power possible In the 
conduct of affairs.

Came M a thirprlse Even to 


Japanese, Who Thought That 
Struggle Would Be One to 
Hitler End—Japanese Ollicial 
Circles Do Not Look For Burly 
Conclusion of Peace 


(Toklo, Jan. 5.—The following report 


hat b«en received from General Noel: 


"Order is maintained at Port Arthur 


by the officers. 
The people are quiet. 


Our minute investigation was not fin- 
.iihed until Tuesday uight. 
Tlie total 


number of Inhabitants is about 35,000, 
of whom 25.000 are soldiers or sailors. 
The total number of sick or wounded 
us 20.000. 


"Common provisions and bread ar. 


plentiful, but there is u scarcity of 
meat and vegetables. Thera are no 
medical supplies at Port Arthur. The 
Japanese are strenuously succoring tn« 
people. The capitulation 
committees 


are pushing their respective works." 


The conferences between the Rus- 


alan and Japanese commissioners at 
which the terms of surrender were ar- 
ranged took place at the village of 
Shuishiying at 1 o'clock Monday after- 
noon and lasted until 8 o'clock at night. 
Though the intimation that the Russians 
were willing to surrender was known to 
the officers of the Japanese staff last 
Sunday afternoon, it was not generally 
known to the hundred thousand of the 
Investing army until Monday. 


The surrender of the fortress at the 


present time came as a surprise even 
to the Japanese, as the desperate deter- 
mination and courage of the Russians, 
even in the last assaults, Indicated that 
the struggle would he one to the bitter 
•end. 


It was evident, In view of recent suc- 


cesses that, despite the 
most deter- i 


mined opposition, the investing army i 
•could in a week or 10 days closely in- 
vest and dominate Port Arthur city, the ' 
centre of the whole system of defense, 
«o that the powerful forts on the east 
»nd went would be isolated. 


This fact, however, did not warrant 


the assumption that the resisting power 
of tbe position was at an end. Though 
the Japanese hoped for the surrender 
of the fortress, they expected tluit an- 
other luonlh would be necefisnry to re- 
duce it, because of the evident inten- 
tion of the garrison- to light to the bit- 
ter end. 


The tremendous effect of the explo- 


sions which wrecked Sungsbu moun- 
tain fort, tlie hist of the forts guarding 
the main defenses of the eastern forti- 
fied ridge, in which half of the defend 
ers were killed and the rcmninder en- 
tomlicil or made prisoners, completed 
tho disorganization of the defense. 


The subsequent spirited assault by 


the Japanese npun the principal line 
or outer fortifications and the higher 
hills of the fortllieil ridges Immediately 
after tho caplinv of Snugsliu 
moun- 


tain fort was met with feeble opposi- 
tion and the night of .Ian. i saw the be- I 
siegers in possession of (lie upper line i 
of the forlilled ridge from East K,,k- j 
wnn mountain to the western extrem- I 
Ity. Had the garrison fought as it had 
previously done this would 
have at 


least taken days to 
nccomplish and 


would have cost many lives. 


The weight of opinion in Japanese 


official circles seems to be against a 
belief In the early conclusion of pence, 
and doubt Is expressed that the fail o( 
Port Arthur will materially affect the 
situation. One of several of those who 
discussed the question with a press 
corresiwndent voiced the sentiment of 
the majority when be said:

Iheeulire dielelic gaunt, until, if he 
followed all the gratuiluus advice he 
accumulates, he would go huugry in- 
deed. As a rule, he couients himself 
wilh leavlug alone a few articles of diet 
which he dueb uot especially care for, 
and continues to eat aud drink more 
thau he ueeds aud fails to oxidize his 
food aud eliminate his waste producls. 


Yet typical gout, the old-fashioned 


gout of Sydeuham, whose personal ex- 
perience with it lias furnished a medi- 
cal classic, is becoming lesj and less 
common iu this couutry.

Gov. Lewis Morris, as has been given, 
made his will Feb. 12, 1090, in which 
he gives a reason why he did i ol make 
his nephew Lewis his sole executor, 
nor did he make Lewis his sole and 
only heir, as given in will of the same, 
as see MKHCUBY issue of Dec. 3, 1904. 
which also makes known what the "in- 
terlineations aud razures" were, aud 
why Gov. Lewis Alorris "purchased re- 
lease from the beira aud legatees of Jhe 
widow", (who died a week after her 
bushand, she being sole executor), 
omitting the legacy left him by his 
uncle's will, learned as follows; 


"I Lewie Morris commonly called 


Colonel Alorris of New York, being of 
pound mind, to prevent all discords
